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World  leaders  decry  GREYHOUND  demolition

In  reaction  to  an  administra- 
tive decision  to  tear  down  The 
Greyhound  building  to  help 
facilitate  building  of  the  new 
sports  complex,  both  national 
leaders  and  prominent  figures 
throughout  the  world  voiced 
their  shock  and  indignation  at 
the  decision. 

President  Carter,  at  a Wed- 
nesday morning  news  confe- 
rence, denounced  the  decision 
as  one  lacking  “a  well-planned, 
wejl  thought-out  organizing 
principle  behind  it.”  He  further 
commented  that  plans  were 
being  made  to  send  a bill  to  the 
Congress  temporarily  forbid- 
ding any  actions  against  the 
building.  Sources  close  to  the 
President  speculated  that  it 
would  seem  rather  incongruous 
for  Mr.  Carter  to  proclaim  the 
value  of  human  rights  through- 
out the  world,  with  such  a 
flagrant  violation  of  same 
occuring  in  his  own  backyard. 

In  a related*  incident,  Soviet 
leader  Leonid  Brezhnev,  in  an 
address  to  the  Soviet  Politburo, 
cited  the  proposed  actions  as  an 
example  of  ‘‘American  hypo- 
cricy.  We  find  it  very  hard  to 
take  the  ravings  of  President 
Carter  seriously  when  he  is 
unable  to  tend  even  his  own 
house.”  Already  the  American 
ambassador  to  the  Soviet  Union 
has  resigned,  giving  as  his 
reason  “a  clash  between  my 
own  moral  principles  and  my 
duties  as  an  ambassador  of  the 
United  States  of  America.” 


In  an  incident  that  received 
surprisingly  little  coverage 
among  the  press,  the  adminis- 
tration’s actions  almost  forced 
the  cancellation  of  Wednesday 
afternoon’s  signing  of  the 
Egyptian-Israeli  peace  treaty. 
Reliable  sources  have  stated 
that  Israeli  Prime  Minister 
Begin,  upon  hearing  of  what  he 
termed  ‘‘an  action  so  contrary 
to  the  basic  goodness  of  human 
nature  that  I can  not  adequately 
express  my  shock,”  wondered 
aloud  whether  American  pro- 


mises included  in  the  treaty 
were  worth  “the  paper  they’re 
printed  on.”  Expressing  his 
concern  to  Egyptian  President 
Sadat,  who  expressed  similar 
shock,  the  two  leaders  met  with 
President  Carter  and  came 
perilously  close  to  postponing 
the  treaty  signing.  Only  after 
persistent  assurances  by  Mr. 
Carter  that  he  found  the  actions 
as  reprehensible  as  they,  did 
the  three  men  agree  to  continue 
with  the  ceremony. 

Reactions  continue  to  pour  in 


from  around  the  world.  Chinese 
leader  Teng  Tsiao-ping  con- 
demned the  action  as  ‘ ‘precisely 
the  type  of  Western  suppres- 
sion we  don’t  want  to  become 
part  of  Chinese  culture.” 
Britain’s  Queen  Elizabeth' 
termed  the  actions  “unforgiv- 
able,” and  added  “If  only  they 
were  still  ours...”  Iranian 
Ayatollah  Khomeini  cited  such 
actions  as  “the  reasons  we 
hesitate  in  supplying  the  United 
States  with  oil,”  while  French 
President  Giscard  d’Estaing 
said  “This  action  raises  funda- 
mental questions  concerning 
American  involvement  in  the 
free  world.”  Ugandan  Presi- 
dent Idi  Amin  would  undoub- 
tedly have  said  something,  but 
the  presence  of  armed  troops 
around  his  palace  probably  had

Reacting  to  complaints  from 
the  Radnor- Winston  Improve- 
ment Association  that  their

The  school  administration  has 
been  strangely  silent  on  the 
matter,  preferring,  as  one 
official  put  it,  “to  simply  let  it 
he,  to  let  it  die  of  its  own  accord. 
Don’t  make  such  a big  deal  out 
of  it— it’s  only  a trivial  matter.”

Proposed  ‘Passion  Pits’ 

will  accomodate  the  desperate  urges  of  students. 
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Violators  to  be  shot 


The  Baltimore  City  Council 
today  passed  a measure 
strengthening  the  rights  of 
neighborhoods  to  restrict  park- 
ing by  commuters.  Included  in 
the  bill,  which  now  goes  to 
Mayor  Schaefer’s  desk  for  his 
signature,  is  a provision  allow- 
ing neighborhood  residents,  in 
the  absence  of  police,  to  shoot 
parking  violators  on  sight. 
Police  will  also  be  empowered 
to  use  their  service  weapons, 
but  only  if  the  violators  resist 
arrest  or  threaten  the  safety  of 
bystanders. 

Neighborhood  associations  in 
Radnor- Winston  and  Guilford 
have  announced  their  intention 
to  apply  for  the  restricted 
residential  parking  program, 
and  are  expected  to  supply 
handguns  to  those  members  of 
the  neighborhood  participating 
in  the  program  who  do  not 
currently  own  either  sidearms 
or  rifles. 

One  neighborhood  resident, 
asked  to  comment  on  the 
unusually  harsh  sanctions  in- 
volved in  the  City  Council 
measure,  remarked,  “The  little 
woman  and  I are  just  tickled 
pink.  We’ve  been  waiting  a long 


time  to  teach  those  smart-ass 

college  b s a thing  or  two, 

and  by  God,  we’re  gonna  make 
the  most  of  it,  yessir.’’ 
(expletive  deleted). 

A short,  swarthy,  pipe- 
smoking college  official  who 
asked  not  to  be  identified  stated 
that  “Loyola  College  has  never 
promised  a rose  garden.  De- 
spite any  parking  ban  which 
may  be  instituted,  we  still 
expect  students  to  be  on  time 
for  classes.  Fresh  wounds  will 
not  be  considered  sufficient 
excuse  for  absence  or  late- 
ness.” 

It  is  anticipated  that  a 
decreased  (or  deceased)  student 
body  could  cause  problems  for 
Loyola  in  terms  of  the  amount  of 
tuition  being  collected.  To 
forestall  the  possibility  of  a 
general  transfer  from  the 
college,  the  administration  is 
enlisting  the  support  of  the 
ROTC  to  provide  armed  escorts 
to  and  from  the  campus  for 
students  parked  in  a hostile 
area.  In  addition,  the  college  is 
looking  into  the  possibility  of 
contracting  for  group  rates  for 
bullet-proof  vests  in  a camou- 
flage pattern  of  green  and  grey.

Classrooms  to  be  converted 


Loyola  College  President 
Rev.  Joseph  Sellinger,  S.J. 
today  announced  a plan  to 
convert  all  of  Maryland  Hall 
into  office  space.  At  the  close  of 
the  spring  semester,  the  build- 
ing will  be  closed  to  permit  the 
complete  renovation  of  existing 
classroom  space. 

Wearing  a green  and  grey 
button  which  read,  “If  it’s 
bigger,  it’s  better,”  Fr.  Sellin- 
ger outlined  the  uses  to  which 
the  space  will  be  put.  The  entire 
first  floor  will  be  taken  over  by 
the  financial  aid  office,  which  is 
expanding  its  operation  to 
administer  and  available  from 
the  V.F.W.,  the  A.C.L.U.,  the 
C.I.A.,  the  F.B.I.,  the  D.A.R., 
and  the  A.S.P.C.A. 

The  second  floor  will  remain 
the  province  of  the  deans, 
although  each  will  have  a suite 
of  offices  and  secretary  of  his 
own,  with  the  vice-president 
offices,  the  business  office,  the 
faculty  lounge,  and  Ruzicka 
Hall  being  removed  from  that 
floor.

The  fourth  floor,  to  which  the 
business  office  and  office  of  the 
vice-president  for  administra- 
tion and  finance  will  be  moved, 
will  also  house  a new  computer 
to  be  used  strictly  for  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  college. 

Finally,  the  fifth  floor,  or 
“penthouse”  as  it  is  rendered 
on  the  architect’s  blueprints, 
will  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
office  of  the  vice-president  of 


Officials  at  Loyola  College 
announced  plans  today  to  seek 
university  status  from  the 
Maryland  State  Board  for 
Higher  Education.  The  College 
outlined  new,  expensive  pro- 
grams designed  to  be  under- 
taken once  the  board  approves 
the  change  in  status. 

Highlighting  the  new  pro- 
grams is  the  expansion  of 
post-graduate  programs  into 
Loyola  University  Graduate 
Studies  division,  or  L.U.G.S.,  as 
it  will  be  known.  The  college 
took  particular  pride  in  an- 
nouncing planned  increases  in 
the  science  program,  the  Loyola 
University  Science  and  Tech- 
nology division,  or  L.U.S.T.  In 
addition,  the  university  intends 
to  open  a school  of  languages, 
similar  to  that  of  Georgetown 
Uniersity,  to  be  called  the 
Loyola  University  Language  and 
Linguistics  division,  or  L.U.L.L. 

Should  the  college  be  granted 
university  status,  it  also  plans 
cooperative  ventures  with  the 
U.S.  Naval  Academy  to  work  on 
military  research  projects.  Two 
programs  which  would  be 


academic  affairs  (or  Deus 
Abscondicus  as  the  position  is 
to  be  known  in  the  future)  and 
will  be  divided  into  five  rooms: 
the  Entry  chamber,  the  waiting 
room,  the  Sub- Ante-Room,  the 
Ante-Room,  and  the  Star 
Chamber. 

Fr.  Sellinger  remarked  that 
he  was  immensely  pleased  with 
“this  fine  step  forward  in  the 
Jesuit-Mercy  Educational  Tra- 
dition,” and  speculated  that 
“with  the  help  of  God  and  Black 
and  Decker,”  all  existing 
classroom  space  on  the  campus 
should  be  converted  to  office 
space  by  1985.

Also,  Dr.  Evans  of  the  history 
department  is  being  asked  to 
head  the  new  Loyola  University 
Center  for  Indian  Development, 
or  L.U.C.I.D. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least, 
the  school  expects  to  receive  a 
grant  from  the  Federal  Law 
Enforcement  Assistance  Ad- 
ministration, contingent  upon 
obtaining  university  status,  for 
the  construction  of  a new,  more 
efficient  Loyola  University  Se- 
curity Headquarters,  or 
L.U.S.H.
